The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The basis for the allowability is : 

Claims 1-43 recites the combination of etching the sleeve insulator layer from the bottom 
surface within the lower bulk insulator layer above the semiconductor substrate, from the top 
surface of the upper bulk insulator layer, such that the sleeve insulator layer has a terminus at an 
interface between the upper bulk insulator layer and the cell plate insulator layer and extends to 
an opposite terminus that is above the semiconductor substrate, within the lower bulk insulator 
layer and below the capacitor dielectric layer. 

None of the art of record teaches nor suggests to combine above cited limitations in the 
claimed invention as a whole.
